Notations on Maps
Context:

the outline of the Lockmore neighborhood (roughly Beacon Ave to 30" Ave, including the
greenbelt, and Dawson to Alaska)

Usual walking route of many Lockmore residents: along 28", turn at Ferdinand to
Mountainview, down “slide area” (slippery Alaska Street right-of-way) to Alaska place.
Connection to Cheasty Greenbelt north of Alaska, with signalized crossing at curve.
Connections to Chief Sealth Trail, down Edmunds to Columbia Park/Rainier Playfield, Genessee
Park, Lake Washington

Connection from Viewpoint Park in Rainier Vista through Cheasty Greenbelt to Cheasty Blvd and
24" Ave S.
